SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS  REPORT 
'To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Atkinson : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  fifth  annual  report, 
the  tenth  in  the  series  of  superintendent's  reports. 

Last  year  I  called  attention  to  the  good  record 
which  Atkinson  was  making  in  attendance.  The  severe 
storms  of  last  winter  handicapped  schools  but  this  year 
we  reported  more  pupils  perfect  in  attendance  than  the 
year  before  and  a  smaller  number  of  tardy  nmrks.  The 
per  cent,  of  attendance  was  94.  I  believe  that  both  pa- 
rents and  pupils  in  Atkinson  take  a  just  pride  in  their 
schools. 

We  have  been  especially  fortunate  in  keeping  three 
out  of  four  of  our  teachers  for  another  year.  Miss  Rust 
received  the  offer  of  a  school  in  her  own  town  and  Miss 
Helen  Pearl,  a  teacher  with  normal  training,  but  not  a 
graduate,  was  secured  for  the  North  school.  This  year 
w^e  hope  to  be  able  to  keep  all  of  the  teachers. 

I  regret  to  say  that  Mr.  Hartwell's  work  in  music 
has  been  interrupted  because  of  his  illness.  As  I  write 
this  report  he  expects  to  resume  his  labors  very  soon. 
His  report  is  necessarily  omitted,  but  I  can  say  for  the 
work  that  I  believe  those  who  attended  the  Memorial 
Day  exercises  of  last  spring,  and  especially  the  gradua- 
tion exercises,  witnessed  the  results  of  careful  musical 
training.     The  small  number  of  pupils  in  each     school 
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makes  good  chorus  work  difficult. 

Nine  pupils  graduated  last  June  and  six  entered 
the  Academy.  There  are  noAv  nineteen  pupils  from  the 
home  town  in  the  Academy. 

The  parents,  pupils  and  teacher  take  pride  in  the 
new  Sawyer  School,  so  much  pride,  in  fact,  that  they  are 
determined  to  equip  it  with  new  furniture  for  the  teach- 
er, a  piano  and  electric  lights.  A  large  part  of  the  funds 
for  this  purpose  have  already  been  secured.  I  heartily 
commend  the  good  spirit  shown  and  think  that  Avhat  was 
said  in  jest  may  be  taken  seriously,  Avhen  the  new  build- 
ing is  called  "The  South  End  Community  Center."  I 
point  with  much  satisfaction  to  a  model  one  room  school. 

In  a  scheme  of  school  betterment  the  Center  School 
should  now  receive  attention.  It  should  have  its  grounds 
enlarged  (a  necessity  before  its  toilets  can  be  improved 
as  they  seriously  ought  to  be).  A  new  floor  would  add 
much  to  the  warmth,  good  looks  and  sanitation  of  the 
building.  The  North  School  must  be  shingled.  More 
wood  room  and  better  toilet  facilities  should  be  had  at 
the  Depot  School.  This  may  seem  like  a  large  program 
for  one  year  but  the  above  improvements  are  necessary 
from  a  standpoint  of  good  health  and  efficiency. 

The  general  work  of  the  schools  has  been  satisfac- 
tory. All  of  our  teachers  are  specially  trained  for  the 
work  and  know  how  to  teach,  as  well  as  to  "keep" 
school.  In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of 
the  School  Board  for  hearty  support,  the  parents  and 
pupils  for  cooperation  and  good  will  (which  are  so  help- 
ful) and  the  teachers  for  splendid  loyalty  and  good 
work.
